The University of Nebraska Board of Regents will votc on 
proposednew admission standards nextmonth, NU President 
Martin Massengale said Saturday. 

The proposed standards wouldrequircincoming freshmen 
tocomplete four yeatsofEnglish, three yearsofmathematics, 
social studies and natural sciences, two years of forcign 
languagesand one year ofacademic credit. Studentscould be 
admitted without taking forcign languages in high school, 
providing they take two semesters of forcign language at the 
university. Incoming freshmen would also need an ACT 
score of 20 or higher orto have graduated in the upper half of 
their high school class. 

Lee Jones, NU executive vice president, said in an infor- 
lation statementthatthe proposal has beendeveloped through 
the activities of a university-wide committee and three cam- 
pus committecs. He said a series of forums will take place 
before the proposal is submitted to the board to encourage 
additional public dialogue. 

Ifapproved by theregents, the policy wouldnot takeaffect 


until the fall of 1997, 
“This time frame allows students the time to plan their 
curriculum,” Massengale said, 

Concerns about the Coordinating Commission for 
Postsecondary Education's reshuffling of capital construc- 
tion priorities were also addressed. 

The commission, a state regulatory agency implemented 
in January, coordinates academic programs and budgets 
between the NU system, state colleges and community cal- 
leges. 

The regents discussed the differences in the capital con- 
struction plans submitied to the legislature. James Van Norn, 
NU interim vice president for business and finance, said the 
commission prioritized fire and safety projects over the 
maintenance of existing facilities that the regents recome 
mended. 

‘The regents’ top construction priority, for example, was 
the renovation and asbestos removal of UNL’s Bumett Fall. 
The commission had that project listed at number 10, opting

“Every vote makes the Student Presi-

MeKenna criticized Newhouse for con- 
centrating her campaign ona select grovpof 
students. 

“Miss Newhouse said she wants better 
celations between clubs and erganizations. 
What about the 12,000 or so students who 
aren’t in student organizations?” McKenna 
said, “Student Government represents the 
student population as a whole. Issucs like 
parking, budget seductions, closed classes 
— these are issues that affect everybody.” 

Newhouse said, “I’m out campaigning 
through clubs and organizations because 
you nced to funnel your ideas to the whole 
student population through those students 
who are active on campus. You have to be 
able to know how to channel ideas.”

Church has the right 

Dear Editor: 

Itshould benosurprise whena proposal tolet 
doctorskill theirterminallyill patients provokes 
acontroversy. Justsuch aproposal, California’s 
ballot initiative known as Proposition 161, is 
generating thekindofintense debate thatshoutld 
beexpeciced over whatis literally an issue of life 
and death, 

The controversy in Califomia has also pro- 
voked another and uglier debate over whether 
the leadership of the Catholic Church has the 
same right to suggest what public policies are 
most likely to meet the test of sound moral 
criteria. The ugly side of that debate was re- 
cently illustrated by Stephen McIntyre (Gate> 
way, Oct. 23). 

This isacolumn in which MeIntyremakesa 
number of ludicrous statements and assertions. 
‘The church has “become involved in an issue it 
has no sight to meddle in,” be charges, and “is 
sticking its broad nose into places it doesn’t 
belong.” This bashing of the Catholic Church is 
a sign of considerable intellectual confusion. 
This confusion is not merely a matter of anti- 
Catholic bias, although that undoubtedly is 
present, but reflects an absence of understand-

ing on the larger questions of religious values 
and the public policy debate. 

Churches am not butting into somebody 
clse’s business when they try to prevent what 
they sceasaconuption ofhealthcare, McIntyre 
apparently docsn’t realize that the Catholic 
Church is on the “inside” of this issuc ina way 
few others are. There are about 600 Catholic 
hospitals inourcountry, dozens of which are in 
California —and the Churchhasmadeaspecial 
commiltment to hospices and other facilities for 
people dying of AIDS and other terminal ill- 
nesses. The people carcd for in these facilities 
arc placed most at risk by Proposition 161. 

Inabroadersense, proposalsiike 161 threaten 
ftoreplaceacentral tenct of the Nippocraticoath 
-— first of all, do no harm — with a more 
Ulilitarian ethic allowing doctors to care or kill 
Gcpending upon the paticnt’s wishes, Christian 
churches can scarcely be indifferent to such a 
fundamental change in medicine, since they 
championed the Hippocratic oath in the first 
Christian millenniumand thereby belpedcrcate 
the medical profession as we know it, To walk 
away froma public debate in which this central 
tenetofmedical ethics is under attack would be 
irresponsible for the leadership of the Catholic 
Church. 

Federal law requires all hospitals to inform 
patients upon admission of their right under 
slate law to make treatment decisions, With the 
passage of 161, all hospitals in California — 
including Catholic hospitals — would be auto- 
matically required to inform all patients of their 
fight to choose a Icthal injection. Moreover, if 
asked for such an injection, they would have to 
transfer the paticnt to somcone willing to pro- 
vide it — or be charged with what 162 calls 
“willful failure to transfer.” According to 
MelIntyre, the Catholic Church should not be 
allowed tospcak outagainsta public policy that 
will force its health care institutions to violate 
the law because they cannot cooperate in anact 
— cuthanasia — which church (caching con- 
dems. 

Letthere benomistake;proposalslikePropo- 
sition 161 would indeed affect all of us, includ- 


ing Catholics and Catholic institutions wanting . 


no part of a system in which doctors kill their 
patients. The Catholic Church, as an institution 
under the leadership of its bishops, has theclear 
right and responsibility to oppose a dangerous 
euthanasininitiative. Mcintyrenaively suggests 
that this “right to die” issue should not be 
politicized, Lettherebenomistakcon this point 
either, The Catholic Church didnotpoliticizeit; 
itbccame politicized the instant its proponents, 
including the Hemlock Socicty, filed theirballot 
inidlative.

Lip 
service tothe increasing potential for heterosexual cansmission 
of the HIV virus was readily paid to assorted worry warts in the 
medical community, and we all continued on our merzy Hite 
unaffected way.

Vicki Hedges, the new director of UNO’s Disabled 
ae Agency (DSA), bas ber career goats clearly in 

locus, 

“I’m a senior in the College of Education and a sopho- 
more in the College of Business Administration,” Hodges 
said. “I hope to get a degree in general education and a 
degrees in accounting.” 

She also owns asmall business creating software adapt- 
able for blind computer users, and also spends several 
hours a week lifting weights in the Health, Physical Edu- 
cation and Recreation (HPER) Building. 

It’s a demanding schedule, especially since she suffers 
from retinitis pigmentosa, a serious cye disorder she con- 
tracted at Uc age of two. 

“Bastcaily, when the cells in the retina die, there are 
none that regenerate,” Nodges said. “EZ have very little 
vision and someday I will probably become blind. Ican see 
more on the side of the eyes and not in die front, [have no 
central vision, it’s nat that things arc black, it’s just they’re 
net dere.” 

Hodges employs a tutar that helps her sead materiats 
from her classes. She also uses special computer disks that 
speak. Still, there are some picces ofequipment that bother 
ber, 

“Those overhead projectors are challenging, but usu- 
ally 1°18 talk to the instructors afterwards to heip me,” she 
said, 

EventhoughshelivesinLaVista, Hodges sald transpor- 
tation to and from school is not a problem. She comes to 
schoo! ina special service bus for disabled people who live 
in that arca and rides home cach night with fricnds. 

Hodges said she offictally works about 11 hoursa week 
asthe agency's director, butusually puts inabout30hours, 

She also stressed the importance of the agency to dis- 
abled students, 

“The agency refers students toother campus offices like 
Financial Aid or Student Services. The students ean then 
talk to Tom Burchard in Student Services about their 
special needs,” Hodges said. “Things like accessibility 
into rooms, additional testing time, and transportation. 

“We are a student agency, run by students. We try to 
help solve problems and sometimes just get together and 
hang out.” 

Hodges said the DSA is an information center where 
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UNO Women's Resource Center and 
Student Programming Organization in 
cooperation with The Blue Barn Theatre

- gtudents can find resources, brochures and magazines, as 


well as a bulletin board where students can find job 
openings and community activities, 

DSA also has equipment to help students study and is 
working on upgrading thatequipment, according toHodges. 
There are two computers that can access campus-wide 
information, such as electronic mail and the Library's 
GENISYS system. The office also features a desk jet 
printer and a braille printer. 

“It’s the only one on campus,” Hodges said.

DSA stays within certain guidelines when it comes to 
helping students, Hodges said, The staff is not allowed to 
counsel students or talk directly to professors of students.

Over 14 million peuple have diabetes and half don't know it, 
according to Dr, William C, Duckworth, chief of the diabetes, 
endocrinology, and metabolism department at the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center. 

He said easly detection and treatment of dinbetes “ean add 
many years to the Hfe of the patient.” 

Diabetes is a serlous disease, potentially life threatening, 
Duckworth said-It is characterized by either decreased insulin 
concentrationin the body ordécrcased insulinaction in thebody. 

‘The primary symptoms of diabetes stem from an increased 
lovelofglucoscin the blood. Thiscauscsincreased urinationand 
excessive dhirst. Loss of energy and excessive hunger afe also 
primary symptoms. 

Diabetes is separated into two different types, according to 
Duckworth. 

‘They are two totally separate diseases,” he said, “There isa 
widespread misconception, even among the medical profession 
to some extent, that there is only one type of diabetes.” 

Type I diabetes, juvenile onsct diabetes, is causcd by the 
Gestruction of cells which produce insulin in the pancreas. This 
results in total er near total loss of insulin in the body, he said. 
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“Type I diabetes occurs most frequently in people 8 to 15 
years of age,” said Duckworth, “but it does occur in adults. It’s 
alittle more difficult to recognize, but it can happen.” 

* Most patients with Type I diabetes are teated with insulin 
injections. Some patients use an external insulin pumpin which 
insulin is fed into the body slowly and constantly. 

The Medical Center has also recently been performing pan- 
eseas transplants for diabetes patients who qualify. 

“At this point, this is the ultimate treatment of Type I 
diabetes,” said Duckworth. “With an over 95 percent success 
rate, we have one of the best records of pancreas tansplants in 
the country.” 

Radio controlled, implantable insulin pumps are now being 
testedandcouidbeavallable withinacncortwoycartimeframe, 
be said, : 

Duckworth said theultimate goal ofrescarchersistoattacha 
glucose sensor to the pump that would act as an artificial 
pancreas. 

“Several advances are being made thatmakesitlook likeitis 
possible to do,” he said. 

The second character of diabetes, Type Hf diabetes or adult 
onset diabetes, isan inherited defect in die way insulin works, 
Type Hf patients have insutin, but it doesn’t work correctly,

according to Duckworth. 

“It’s not that we have to give these patients more insulin, we 
have to make the insulin work better,” Duckworth said. 

Type H diabetes is most often controlled through proper dict 
ond exercise, Both increase the action of insulin. Drug treatment 
isatsosometimes used. Ifthese treatments fail, then insutinmust 
be given to the patient, he said, 

Type I and Type IE diabetes are “both equally dangerous in 
tesms of overall morbidity and mortality,” Duckworth said. 

“The real problem with diabetes is the long-term complica- 
tions,” he sald, “Phese include kidney failure, blindness, nerve 
damage, amputations, heart disease, cle, That’s what kills pa- 
tients with diabetes.” 

Duckworthsaidthat80to 90 percentofdiabetics willdevelop 
one of more of these complications, 

“We belicve we can delay these complications and makethem 
much less severe by controlling the patients’ blood sugar level,” 
Duckworth said, “We can’t, however, totally prevent them.” 

Duckworth stressed that it is possible to cad a very normal 
life with diabetes if you know how to take care of your disease. 

“Diabetics can do almost anything that a person without 
diabetes can do,” he said, “The restrictions on life are very 
smalj,” 
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Do you work hard all week and play even 
harder on the weekends? , 

If you do, then you've probably felt the 
effects of “the weekend syndrome.” 

The term “weekend syndrome” was coined 
by Darreli Conrad, a registered 


polysomnographic technologist and ccordina- 
tor of the University of Nebraska Medical 
Center's sleep disorders center. 

Conrad said that “the weekend syndrome” is 
something people do to themselves when they 
disrupt their n 


onal siceping pattems by stay- ing.” 


inguplate on Friday and Saturday and sleeping 
in Saturday and Sunday mornings. 

“Your body has natural blorhytims. They 
sunin cycles throughout the day,” Conrad said, 
“When you do tis to yourself, your body’s 
rhythms get out of whack.” 

Acommon symptom of “the weekend syn- 
drome” is the inability to fall asleep at an early 
time on Sunday nights. 

“Yourbody says ‘we wereawakeatthistime 
the pasttwo nights,” Conrad said, “Your natu- 
ral shytiims have been shifted. You then find 
that it’s horsible to get going Monday mom- 


The effects can last until Wednesday or 
Thursday of the next week afler you have 
restored yourself to your usual sleeping pattem. 

“Then Friday comes along, and the cycle 
starts all over again,” Conrad says. “It’s not tao 
bad the younger you are, but as you get older, 
you're more Likely to develop problems.” 

Conrad used a unique metaphor to compare 
of steep and wake cycles. 

“You take a brand new spring and stretch it 
outanditsnapsright back when you'reyounger,” 
he sad. “If you keep stretching that spring over 
time, then it starts to not snap back so easily.” 

One of the major problems which can arise 
from “ihe weekend syndrome” is insomnia. 


falling asleep, difficulty staying asleep, or you 
mightfallastecpforseveral hours, wakeup, and 
be unable to fall back asleep. 

“Insomnia is a symptom, it’s not the discase 
itself,” Conrad said. “You can’t cure it by giving 
someone a sleeping pill.” 

Conrad looks at four main factors when deal- 
ing with people with insomnia, 

“Stress, anxicly, tension, and depressioncause 
avast majority of insomnia cases,” he said. 

A physician's assistant who works with 
Conradusesrelaxation therapy toteachinsommni- 
acs how to relax. 

“She's very good at it,” he said. “She has 
taken people who have difficulty sleeping and 
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According toConmd, insomnincanbemani-

“Although AA is a mainstay for ongoing 
long-term recovery for most people,” she said, 
“7 think there are people who need additional 
support for recovery.” 

One of the important fneets of AA is the 
support indcaling with theebsessionofaleohoel 


usethatcontinuing participationinthe program | 


helps to sustain, she said. 

Grant said although some people may stop 
using alcohol, that behavior alone docs not 
constitute recovery, 

“Think there are people whoarein what we 
call a ‘dry drmk’ syndrome,” she said. “In 
which those pcople are able to stop using the 
substance that they previously abused, but the 
obsession with the substance remains un- 
changed.” 

She said she does not believe diese people 
are in arccovery process. 

- “Theprcoceupation isstill there, and they're 
often very irritable, anxious people,” Grant 
said. “The obsession has not been lifted.” 

When people remain in AA for some time, 
the benefits continue, butonly with continuing 
commitment to the program, Grant said, 

“7 think whenever the obsession with the 
substance is removed, there is a serenity or a 


tranquility dat returns to the person,” she said. 
“Maintaining thatisanongoing, daily, working 
process.” 

Even for those who come into AA, Grant 
said, the news is not allogetlier positive, 

She saidinamiddle class papulation, which 
is not totally representative of the entire popu- 
lotion, and after an intensive in-patient weat- 
mentprogram, approximately athirdofpaticnts 
will get sober in treatment and remain sober. 
Another third will have a brief relapse after 
treatmentandthenreturnto sobriety andthe last 
third will relapse after treatment and will have 
asustaincd relapse, 

“The only option is abstinence,” Kricgler 
said, “becauscnomaticrhow long they’vebeen 
sober, no matter what the treatment, no matter 
howdedicated they aretorecovery, ifthey have 
thatbiological reaction toalcohol, ticy willnot 
beabletocontolhowmuchandhowoftenthey 
drink.” 

Even within the recovery process, she sug- 
gests aperson never become complacentabout 
his or her sobriety. 

As for her own practice, Grant said she 
derivescnormoussatisfaction fromthe triumphs 
she witnesses, 

“The temendous potential that you see in 
every recovering person,” shesald. “When you 
see someone going from total hopelessness, 
and within a year or twosecacompleterevolu- 
tion in that person's life; that’s a tremendous 
change to see in someone within a relatively 
short peried of time and I sce wemendous 
hopefiriness within that kind of process.”

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PHILADELPHIA (CPS) As sconashisieftcyostaried 
twitching, Peter Soontharothal knew something bad was about 
to happen. 

‘The last tinic that eyo staried twitching, be was involved in 
an automobile accident a day later, This time the 21-year-old 
pre-med student at Temple University was the victim of 
carjacking, His red Nissan 300-ZX was taken from him at 
gunpoint. 

On Oct. 6, Soontharothal and his gi girlfticnd Trinh Nguyen, 
20, were planning to spend somic quict time feeding the ducks 
along the west bank of the Schuykill River. 

“We werejustaboutto getoutofihccar, the windows were 
up and the doors were locked,” he said, “I heard the tapping at 
thowindowandIsawthogun pointingatme. The guy said, ‘Get 
out of the car. The gun’s [oadcd, and Icave the keys,"” 

Sconthatothal said there were a few other people in the 
parking lotandhe wasparkedonlyafewcar-lengthsaway from 
the nearest car, 

‘Thero were a couple of people walking, jogging and 
biking,” he said. 

Philadelphia Police Department Officer Robert A. Young 
said there have been increased reports of carjacking. The 
incidents have been scattered throughout the city and have not 
been strictly in one area, Young said, 

“There is a national trend regarding this crime,” he said. 

According to Young, there have been 200 carjackings in 
Philadelphia in the past year, tacluding incidents involving 
armed robberics anduseof force, butnotnecessarily weapons,

$5,000 bail,

of Cunningham's arrest. 

“The person (Cunningtiam) is a very fine young man, He 
hasnever, ever becninanysortoftroublebefore, "Chaney said, 

However, Chaney told the Philadelphia Inquires, “Ho was 
arrested for something that was a prank, There was no theftof 
acar, All of the students were having fun, The car was never 
moved, and it ended up being some sort of problem.”
